The first result of tle sur 
v ey has been revealed today 
by Shirley L. Carpenter, Di- 
rector, C ordinator, Coffee 
County Civil Defense, and 


reflects that much is yet to 


be done to provide adey .ate 
public shelter in Coffee 
County to protect the pero- 


ple from radioactive fallout. 


Mr. Carpenter stated that 
l the figures released by the 
Corps of Engineers dic not 


include any shelter facilities 
that accommodated }ess 
than fifty people, any fami- | 
ly type or commercial! shel- | 
ters for small groups, or 
caves and mines, all of 
which provide considerable 
shelter space where existinz. 

According to statistics re- 
leased it was indicated that 


eleven buildings in Coffee 
County were surveyed of 
which six were rejected in-| 


asmuch as they did not pro- 
vide adequate shielding toa 
be classified as an appropri_| 
ate shelter. Buildings that 
were approved, providing a 
shielding rating of 100 to 1, 
or more, totaled none and 
will accommodate no people. 

Of the total buildings sur- 
veyed, five are still under 
scrutiny and it is possible 
many of these may be later 
approved for shelter. It may 
be determined that so f 
these buildings .with 
modification, can be readily 
converted to adequate shel- 
ter and be approved. Shelter 
spaces available in these 
buildings will be determined 
under Phase II, now under- 
way, and will be revealed 
within a reasonable period 
of time.

The death rate from ap- 
pendicitis has been reduced 
about 90 per cent in the} 
past 20 years. In the age 
group of 1 to 34 years, the 
reduction in that period has} 
been 96 per cent. A mapor 
factor in this reducticn has 
been the control of perito- 
nitis and other infections 
through the use of antibio- 
tics and improved surgical 
procedures. 

A national survey reported 
that about 417,000 persons in 
the United States were ad- 
mitted to short-stay hospi- 


cost in time of appendicitis 
required normally a_ three 
weeks hospital stay. 

Young adults are the most 
frequent victims of appendi- 
citis. First there is pain in 
the middle of the abdomen, 
followed by moderate nausea 
with perhaps some vomit- 
ing. Soon after, there is in- 
creasing soreness in the low. 
er right portion of the ab- 
domen, 

If an operation is diagnos. 
ed as necessary within a day 
or two after confirmation of 
the first symptoms, the 
chances of recovery are exX- 
cellent. The sooner the diag 
nosis is made and proper 
treatment started, the short 
er the convalescence. The 
chief cause of death from 
appendicitis is peritonitis us. 
ually resulting from a rup- 
tured appendix.

Most people realize that 
insecticides are poisonous, 
but few take time to handle 
them correctly. 

Are you guilty of not 
knowing how poisonous an 
insecticide is, failing to read 
and follow directions on the 
container’s label, leaving in_| 
secticides exposed where 
children might reach them, 
or failing to wash up after 
using the poisons, 

Here ave some safety pre- 
cautions prepared by Jim 
Buttram, entomologist for 
the Auburn University Ex- 
tension Service:

The Agricultural Market- 
ing Service's cotton classing 
offices at Montgomery and 
Birmingham report that a 
total of 553,800 bales was 
classed under the free class_ 
ing service. 

Farmers who use the class_ 
ing service receive cards 
showing the official grade 
and staple length of each 
bale. These cards are miail- 
ed to farmers promptly af- 
ter their cotton samples are 
classed, With this informa- 
tion, and by checking cot- 
ton price quotations, farm- 
ers can determine cotton’s 
market value.
